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Editorials. 

TT  is  intended  to  decide  the  question  of  the 
playing  of  medical  students  on  the  col- 
lege elevens  the  last  of  next  month.  Those 
who  proclaim  their  opinions  are  in  favor  of 
playing  them,  and  at  present  they  appear  to 
constitute  a  majority  of  the  voters,  while  those 
favoring  the  exclusion  of  the  would-be-doctors, 
which  means,  of  course,  continued  member- 
ship in  the  league,  say  but  little,  although 
firm  believers  in  their  side  of  the  question. 
Whichever  way  a  man  votes  he  can  find  argu- 
ments to  back  him,  and  every  one  will  cer- 
tainly vote  with  the  best  interests  of  the  col- 
lege at  heart.  All  have  given  this  question 
much  thought,  but  those  who  vote  to  play 
undergraduates  alone,  if  they  have  not  done 
so,  need  to  consider  carefully  whether  by 
remaining  in  the  league  we  are  not  bowing 
down  to  those  v^ho  have  abused  us,  and 
whether  we  shall  not  lose  prestige  by  sending 
out  any  but  the  strongest  eleven  that  can  be 
gotten  together.  Those  who  vote  the  other 
way  should  consider  whether  by  playing 
everybody  on  the  teams,  interest  in  the  game 
will  continue  and  funds,  now  so  hard  to 
secure,  will  be  forthcoming ;  whether  profes- 
sionalism will  not  gradually  creep  in  and  dis- 
place clean  athletics  ;  whether  we  are  really  as 
strong  as  we  think  we  are ;  and  whether  the 
advice  is  to  be  slighted  of  alumni  like  Pres. 
Tucker,  Isaac  F.  Paul,  Dr.  Cowles,  C.  F. 
Matthewson,  E.  K.  Hall  and  others  who 
would  have  us  stay  in  the  league,  men  who 
have  been  instrumental  in  the  building  of  the 


athletic  field,  and  who  are  leaders  of  those 
who  will  supply  the  money  for  repairing  the 
gymnasium.  The  alumni  like  the  students 
are  divided  on  this  great  question  ;  there  are 
strong  men  on  both  sides.  From  them  we 
have  only  heard  indirectly,  and  if  they  expect 
us  to  be  influenced  by  them  they  must  give  us 
the  strongest  reasons  for  their  beliefs  and  the 
sooner  the  better.  This  question  will  proba- 
bly decide  the  playing  of  medics  on,  base  ball 
teams  as  well.  Every  student  must  think  it 
out  for  himself,  and  in  voting  have  the  cour- 
age of  his  convictions. 

'npHE general  athletic  season  has  had  a  grand 
opening  and  we  hope  and  believe  the 
good  work  will  be  kept  up  until  the  end. 
More  men  than  ever  have  started  in  and  forty 
of  the  ninety  are  Freshmen,  an  encouraging 
feature.  Steady  training  will  tell  on  the  part 
of  these  new  men,  and  even  if  they  do  not  all 
become  crack  athletes,  they  will  come  out 
strong  men  with  the  satisfaction  of  knowing 
that  their  duty  to  their  college  has  been  ful- 
filled. Fear  of  ridicule  undoubtedly  does  keep 
men  from  becoming  candidates,  but  it  should 
not  for  the  retiring  ones  may  rest  assured 
that  those  who  laugh  at  the  novice,  who  is 
trying  to  do  his  best,  never  win  medals  nor 
prove  to  be  strong  supporters  of  the  team. 
Every  man  must  stick  till  the  tight  is  over 
with  the  thought  that  victory  is  sure  if  each 
man  does  his  best.  The  men  have  a  valuable 
trainer  in  E.  K,  Hall  and  a  captain  who  has 
a  good  knowledge  of  modern  methods.    The 
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team  never  had  a  more  enthusiastic  business 
manager.  However,  he  can  not  do  his  best 
while  hampered  with  debts ;  none  but  those 
who  have  tried  to  manage  athletic  teams 
under  such  difficulties  can  understand  what  a 
drawback  the  lack  of  funds  is.  Many  men  in 
college  have  not  paid  their  last  year's  taxes. 
We  would  suggest  that  they  be  given  three 
weeks  or  less  time  to  pay  their  dues,  and  if  at 
the  end  of  that  time  they  had  not  either  given 
their  share  or  given  a  good  and  sufficient 
excuse  in  person  to  Mr.  Bugbeefor  not  paying 
their  assessments,  their  names  be  published  in 
this  paper.  It  may^  be  thought  that  the 
delinquents  are  poor  and  unable  though  will- 
ing to  aid  the  team  financially,  but  an  investi- 
gation we  think  would  prove  that  those  who 
owe  money  are  not  those  having  the  least 
amount  of  it  at  their  disposal.  Indifference 
not  an  empty  pocketbook  inmost  cases  is  the 
cause.  The  number  of  candidates  is  large  and 
their  courage  is  good;  let  the  rest  of  us  give 
them  our  strong  moral  and  financial  support. 

n^HE  whist  tournament  last  year  attracted 
the  attention  of  the  entire  college  and 
was  one  of  the  meansof  enlivening  the  monot- 
ony of  the  long  winter  term.  The  sentiment 
of  the  college  is  strongly  in  favor  of  renewing 
the  tournament  this  season,  and,  if  possible, 
adding  a  contest  in  chess.  There  is  no  ques- 
tion as  to  the  mental  discipline  afforded  by 
the  game  of  American  whist,  especially  as  it 
is  now  plaj^ed  with  the  duplicate  method. 
All  chance  is  excluded  and  the  game  becomes 
purely  one  of  skill.  A  two  hours  struggle 
against  worthy  opponents  requires  as  much 
concentration  of  mind  and  keen  foresight  as 
any  (jther  kind  of  mental  discipline.  All  that 
is  needed  to  ensure  a  successful  tournament  is 
a  committee  of  arrangements.  Let  this  com- 
mittee consist  of  three  men,  as  last  year,  owq 
from  each  of  the  three  oldest  fraternities, 
i'si  Upsilon,  Kappa  Kappa  Kappa,  Alpha 
Delta  Phi,  which  shall  select  the  place  for  play- 
ing, arrange  the  schedule,  dates,  etc.,  and 
decide  on  the  prizes.     Let   there   be   awarded 


three  places  and  one  or  two  prizes,  and  we 
may  be  assured  of  a  hearty  struggle  on  the 
part  of  each  societ3^  The  funds  must  neces- 
sarily be  furnished  by  the  fraternities,  but 
need  be  only  nominal,  a  dollar  or  two  from 
each.  Each  societ}'  should  start  its  own  con- 
test at  once,  and  send  out  the  best  possible 
team.  We  look  to  the  three  oldest  societies 
to  elect  the  members  of  the  committee  at  their 
next  meeting.  If  their  committee  can  arrange 
a  schedule  for  a  chess  contest,  besides  the 
whist,  they  will  confer  an  additional  favor 
on  the  members  of  the  college.

'HpHE  musical  clubs  receive  the  congratula. 
tions  of  The  Dartmouth  on  the  success  of 
their  recent  trip.  In  better  seasons  other  clubs 
havecome  out  better  financially,  but  none  ever 
acquired  a  higher  musical  reputation  in  eleven 
concerts  than  have  the  present  clubs.  The 
voices  are  better  and  the  parts  more  evenly 
balanced  than  they  were  a  year  ago,  but  it  is 
the  high  tenor  section,  unequalled  in  strength 
by  many  of  the  larger  clubs,  that  has  made 
the  Glee  Club  so  much  better.  Of  the  instru- 
mental clubs  the  mandolin  club  is  the  better 
and  an  excellent  addition  to  the  organization. 
All  the  solos  are  of  high  order,  well  chosen 
and  well  rendered.  At  their  concert  here  they 
should  have  a  good  house.  The  students 
should  turn  out  in  larger  numbers  than  they 
did  a  year  ago  because  the  musicians  deserve 
their  support  and  because  they  will  hear  bet- 
ter music. 

T^ARTMOUTH  needs  a  musical  department 
added  to  its  curriculum.  Such  depart- 
ments are  being  introduced  in  all  of  the  more 
progresvsive  institutions,  thus  filling  a  long 
felt  want.  A  rrnxn  entering  Yide,  Harvard  or 
Amherst  elects  courses  in  vocal  and  instru- 
mental music  with  harmony  and  composition. 
Wy  placing  a  capable  man  at  its  head  such  a 
department  would  become  popular  and  bene- 
ficial to  the  scores  of  students  who  would 
elect  it.  The  quality  of  glee,  banjo  and  guitar 
club  music,  good  as  it  is,  would  be  improved, 
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and  chapel  and  church  music  would  be  better- 
ed. Men  who,  before  coming  to  college,  can 
sing  or  can  play  a  little  upon  someinstrument, 
but  who  now  are  obliged  to  give  up  practice 
for  want  of  suitable  instruction,  could  de- 
velop through  this  department  into  better 
musicians.  Orchestral  clubs  could  be  formed, 
organists  and  pianists  brought  out,  and 
vocalists  could  so  increase  the  quality  of  their 
tones,  their  powers  of  expression,  and  their 
general  musical  knowledge  that  it  would  be 
a  source  of  great  benefit  and  pleasure  to  them 
before  and   after  leaving    college.     We  hope 

some  of  our  kind  friends  will  give  us  an 
endowment    for    the  purpose.      The    need  is 

great,     although    to    those    not    musically 

inclined  perhaps  not  apparent.

OENIORS  are  generally  supposed  to  be  dig- 
nified and  to  be  models  of  decorum  inside 
and  outside  the  class  room,  but  if  a  stranger 
should  be  present  at  some  of  the  recitations 
of  the  present  Senior  class  his  high  conception 
of  the  grave  and  reverend  Senior  would  be 
materially  altered.  "Wooding  up"  may  be 
permissible  at  times,  but  when  carried  to 
extremes  this  aged  custom  becomes  tiresome, 
especially  when  unprovoked.  The  attitudes 
assumed  are  not  always  attractive  or  con- 
ducive to  good  health  nor  likely  to  enable  one 
to  get  the  most  good  from  the  recitation. 
Much  is  expected  of  Seniors. 

n^HE  winter's  work  in  the  gymnasium  can 
be  made  more  pleasant  and  attractive  by 
having  the  dressing  and  bath  rooms  sufficient- 
ly heated  and  thoroughly  cleaned  every  day  in 
the  week.  This  wnll  require  the  constant  care 
and  attention  of  the  janitors  and  managers, 
but  too  much  cannot  be  done  to  make  the 
present  building  comfortable  for  good  work. 

TTANOVER  walks   are    getting  into    their 

usual  winter  condition.     Sidewalks   on 

the  college  grounds  and  before  private  houses 

are  equally  slippery,  and  anyone  who   walks 


thereon  endangers  his  limbs.  A  little  liberal 
application  of  sand  or  ashes  would  help 
things  out  wonderfull}'. 

The  lyistener. 

College  life  is  changing  so  constantly  that  it 
seems  impossible  to  apply  v^ith  any  great 
degree  of  success  the  customs  of  one  body  of 
students  to  those  of  subsequent  years.  To 
one  class  athletics  appeal  with  considerable 
force ;  another  class  may  produce  a  number 
of  men  of  literary  ability  ;  while  a  third  may 
be  noted  for  fraternal  and  social  spirit  of  its 
members.  In  short,  it  seems  to  be  the  tend- 
ency of  each  class  to  devote  its  energies  to 
some  particular  object  to  the  exclusion  of  all 
other  interests.  Individual  preferences  grad- 
ually give  way  to  this  tendency.  The  spirit 
of  class  loyalty  is  cultivated  at  the  expense  of 
individualism.  It  is  the  aim  of  a  college 
course  to  counteract  this  tendency.  Just  as 
an  all-around  development  is  better  for  an 
individual,  so  is  it  better  for  a  class.  Each  in- 
dividual member  should  not  follow  a  certain 
course  because  the  majority  of  the  class  do  so, 
but  rather  he  should  branch  out  in  some  other 
direction,  where  his  special  talent  will  be 
appreciated.  The  latter  policy  will  prove 
much  more  beneficial  to  him,  and  also  to  the 
class.  The  most  noted  classes  have  been  those 
which  contained  the  greatest  number  of 
superior  individual  men.  The  proper  appre- 
ciation of  a  college  course  demands  that  each 
man  should  attempt  to  develop  himself  indi- 
vidually. Not  merely  his  own  advancement, 
but  that  of  the  class  depends  upon  this. 

• 

To  the  members  of  the  two  upper  classes 
the  general  apathy  of  the  student  body 
toward  certain  lines  of  work  appears  especially 
noticeable.  Two  years  ago  the  Dartmouth 
student  could  point  with  pride  to  a  lecture 
course  well  supported  by  the  faculty  and 
students,  an  in terfraternity  debating  union, 
a  successful  dramatic  club,  a  newly  organized 
and  active  press  club,  and  an   alumni  lecture 
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course,  tinder  the  management  of  one  of  the 
college  publications.  It  is  only  necessary  to 
mention  these  various  organizations  to  form 
a  vivid  contrast  to  the  present  state  of  affairs. 
The  same  lack  of  interest  also  appears  in  all 
sorts  of  literary  work.  All  these  organizations 
afford  legitimate  lines  of  work  in  connection 
~with  the  college  course,  and  deserve  the  sup- 
port of  all  college  men.  Those  fraternities 
which  naturally  take  the  lead  in  college  affairs 
should  make  some  move  toward  reviving  some 
of  these  organizations. 

••. 
Following  the  action  of  the  presidents  of 
the  Indiana  colleges,  the  recent  utterances  of 
Pres.  Harper  on  the  subject  of  foot  ball  and 
general  athletics  are  a  source  of  gratification 
to  all  friends  of  legitimate  college  sport.  He 
advocated  the  participation  in  these  sports 
by  the  general  student  body,  but  said  they 
should  be  keptunderthecontrolof  thefaculty, 
and  that  no  man  who  had  brought  disgrace 
upon  the  university  by  his  brutality  should 
have  an  opportunity  to  do  so  again.  To  all 
fair-minded  men  this  will  seem  a  proper  solu- 
tion of  the  difficulty.  The  method  of  gradu- 
ate and  faculty  supervision  as  pursued  at 
Dartmouth  has  afforded  a  happy  solution  of 
recent  difficulties  confronting  our  athletes, 
and  as  long  as  the  present  system  is  in  vogue, 
the  lovers  of  college  sport  need  not  fear  for  its 
future  at  Dartmouth.

It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  average  Dartmouth 
man  has  so  constantly  heard  the  name  of 
Daniel  Webster  mentioned  in  connection  with 
his  alma  mater  that  the  repetition  of  it  has 
become  almost  wearisome.  But  notwith- 
standing his  great  notoriety,  so  little  interest 
is  taken  in  the  place  of  his  birth,  that  very 
few  of  the  visitors  of  the  town  of  Frankhn 
ever  visit  the  Webster  homestead,  and  those 
who  are  sufficiently  attracted  by  the  great 
orator's  reputation  to  pay  a  visit  to  the 
historic  spot,  must  depend  upon  the  kindness 
ofsr^me  chance  neighbor  for  information  con- 
cerning him  and   members   of  his  family.     It 


seems  strange  that  there  should  not  be  suf- 
ficient local  pride  among  the  citizens  of  the 
town  to  preserve  the  homestead  as  a  historic 
memento,  but  failing  in  this,  means  should  be 
taken  by  those  interested  in  the  career  of  the 
great  statesman  to  raivse  a  sufficient  amount 
of  money  to  preserve  a  place  of  such  national 
interest  as  a  perpetual  memorial  of  his  useful 
Hfe. 


Prof.  Hiram  A.  Hitchcock. 

Hiram  Augustus  Hitchcock,  professor  of 
surve3ang  and  applied  mechanics  in  the  Thayer 
School,  died  suddenly  at  his  home  January 
17th,  of  pleuro-pneumonia,  after  an  illness  of 
eleven  days.  His  death  was  a  very  great  sur- 
prise because  of  his  apparently  excellent 
health,  but  his  seeming  robust  health  was 
not  real. 

In  the  person  of  Prof.  Hitchcock,  Dartmouth 
College  loses  one  of  its  most  promising  pro- 
fessors and  one  of  its  most  enthusiastic 
alumni,  and  the  Thayer  School  an  invaluable 
instructor.  The  student  body  lose  a  firm 
friend  and  a  strong  supporter  of  all  forms  of 
athletics. 

He  was  a  very  able  instructor,  and  because 
of  his  excellence  as  a  draftsman,  his  note- 
books were  models  in  respect  to  method,  neat- 
ness and  clearness.  Ready  in  devising  im- 
provements in  method,  and  being  an  extensive 
reader  he  was  quick  to  lay  hold  of,  appropri- 
ate, and  apply  all  that  was  best  in  the  latest 
developments  of  the  profession.  He  was  inter- 
ested and  enthusiastic  as  a  student  to  know 
all  topics  having  any  bearing  whatever  upon 
his  work.  Not  alone  to  his  chosen  profession 
were  his  studies  confined,  but  he  had  given 
much  time  to  microscopy  and  biology  for 
which  he  had  a  very  good  laboratory  of  his 
own.  He  had  also  acquired  no  little  skill  in 
photography,  of  which  he  made  practical 
application  in  his  work  of  instruction. 

A  man  of  highest  Christian  character  and 
a  genial  friend,  his  loss  to  the  varied  interests 
he  served  so  well  is  great. 
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He  was  born  in  Boston  May  13,  1857,  edu- 
cated in  the  public  schools  of  that  city,  and 
graduated  from  the  Chandler  School  in  1879. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Vitruvian  society, 
the  present  Beta  Theta  Pi  fraternity.  Two 
years  later  he  took  his  degree  of  C.  E.  from 
the  Thayer  School.  For  the  next  two  years 
he  was  employed  as  draftsman  in  the  office  of 
the  N.  Y.  S.  &  B.  R.  R.,  and  draftsman  in  the 
Delamater  Iron  Works  of  New  York  city.  In 
1883  he  was  appointed  instructor  in  survey- 
ing in  the  Thayer  School,  and  has  since  been 
identified  with  that  department  as  professor 
of  surveying  and  applied  mechanics. 

In  June,  1888,  he  married  Miss  Clara  Young, 
daughter  of  Prof.  Charles  A.  Young  of  Prince- 
ton. In  1889  he  served  as  member  of  the 
board  of  engineers  to  examine  and  report 
upon  plans  and  estimates  for  the  ^licaragua 
canal.  During  the  same  summer  he  was 
appointed  engineer  for  the  Vermont  railroad 
commission  in  its  annual  tour  of  inspection 
throughout  the  state. 

In  the  erection  of  the  Mary  Hitchcock 
Memorial  Hospital  he  acted  for  the  giver, 
Mr.  Hiram  Hitchcock  of  New  York,  as  engi- 
neer, conducting  all  the  survevs  and  having 
oversight  of  the  work.  Since  its  completion 
he  has  served  as  secretary  of  the  board  of 
trustees.  He  was  a  contributor  to  the  Engi- 
neering News  of  New  York.  Prof.  Hitch- 
cock's connection  with  the  academic  depart- 
ment was  only  supplementary,  covering  part 
of  two  years,  when  he  had  during  the  winter 
terms  of '92  and  '93  the  classes  of '94  and  '95 
in  elementary  mechanics,  and  in  the  spring 
term  of  '92  the  class  of  '93  in  analytic 
mechanics.  He  was  so  intimately  connected 
with  the  Thayer  School  that  his  place  cannot 
absolutely  be  filled.  His  wife  and  a  three 
year  old  son  survive  him. 

Funeral  of  Prof.  H.  A.  Hitchcock. 

The  funeral  of  Prof.   Hiram   A.   Hitchcock 

took  place  at  2.30  Sundayafternoon.     Service 

for   the  family   and  friends  was  held  at  the 

residence  on  Faculty  Avenue  ;   the  public  ser- 


vice was  held  in  the  college  church  at  3,Rev.S. 
P.  Leeds  officiating.  Music  was  furnished  by 
a  quartette  composed  of  Prof  H.  D.  Foster, 
Mrs.  C.  F.  Richardson,  Mrs.  E.  J.  Bartlett 
and  Prof.  A.  C.  Crehore.  The  floral  offerings 
were  many  and  very  fine.  The  students  and 
faculty  attended  in  a  body  in  the  following 
order:  Freshmen,  Sophomores,  Juniors, 
Seniors,  Beta  Theta  Pi,  Prof.  Hitchcock's 
society,  members  of  the  Thayer  School  and 
then  the  faculty.  From  the  church  the  pro- 
cession went  at  once  to  the  cemetery,  where 
prayer  was  offered  at  the  grave  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Leeds.  The  services  were  conducted  very 
appropriately  throughout,  Profs.  John  K. 
Lord  and  T.  W.  D.  Worthen  having  charge  of 
the  arrangements. 

The  Aegis. 

Without  exception  the  '96  Aegis  is  the  most 
complete  Dartmouth  annual  that  has  yet 
appeared  and  the  first  issued  lately  that  can 
stand  a  favorable  comparison  with  the 
annuals  of  other  leading  colleges.  Its  statis- 
tics, the  collection  of  which  is  a  wearing  and 
time-killing  process  never  fully  appreciated, 
are  very  full,  its  many  grinds  decidedly  to  the 
point,  for  the  most  part  well  chosen,  and 
its  general  literary  tone  good.  The  book  has 
a  more  than  usual  number  of  new  features 
too  numerous  to  mention,  which  make  it  of 
lasting  value.  If  there  is  one  thing  more  than 
another  which  makes  the  book  a  good  one,  it 
is  the  drawings  by  Smith,  Plummerand  Hoyt, 
who  are  far  above  the  Dartmouth  average  of 
artists. 

The  success  of  the  publication  may  be  attrib- 
uted to  the  manner  in  which  its  managing 
editor  worked  and  made  those  under  him  do 
their  part,  most  able  business  management 
and  skillful  work  by  the  printers.  The  class 
may  well  feel  proud  of  its  Aegis  which  under- 
graduates have  shown  their  friends  with  more 
pride  than  any  that  has  appeared  before. 

That  the  annual  deserves  support  is  plain, 
but  that,  as  usual,  it  is  hardly  getting  it  is 
true.    All  should  buy  one. 
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The  Winter  Trip  of  the   Glee,   Banjo  and 
Mandolin  Club. 

The  winter  concert  tour  of  the  musical  clubs 
which  closed  in  Franklin  January  8,  can  be 
truU'-  said  to  have  been  the  most  satis- 
factory trip  to  the  boys  and  those  they  enter- 
tained ever  made.  The  long  and  careful  train- 
ing was  apparent  in  the  rendition  of  the 
selections,  and  the  fact  that  from  the  first  to 
last  there  was  no  variation  in  the  excellence 
ot  anj' concert,  shows  a  remarkable  steadiness 
in  the  musical  powers  of  the  singers  and 
instrumentalists.  The  good  use  to  which  the 
individuals  put  their  musical  ability  as  well 
as  the  careful  leadership  of  Palmer,  '96,  and 
Woodworth,  '97,  made  the  concerts  successful. 
Most  favorable  press  notices  were  given  the 
clubs,  some  of  the  best  comment  coming  from 
critics  of  high  standing.  In  such  a  disastrous 
theatrical  season  as  the  present  one  is  prov- 
ing itself  to  be,  nothing  but  the  skillful  man- 
agement of  a  man  like  Couch, '96,  could  bring 
twenty  men  successfully  through  eleven  con- 
certs,and  leave  them  in  Hanover  with  every  bill 
for  expenses  incurred  before  and  on  the  trip 
paid.  The  clubs  never  had  a  more  competent 
manager  than  they  have  this  year. 

The  opening  concert,  exceptionally  well 
given  for  the  first  one,  was  heard  in  Rochester 
Thursday  evening,  December  27,  by  a  repre- 
sentative and  appreciative  audience  of  lour 
hundred.  In  Dover  the  following  night,  after 
three  or  four  hours  training  by  Prof  Blaisdell 
during  the  day,  the  clubs  won  hearty  applause 
from  five  hundred  of  the  best  people  in  the 
city.  The  next  evening  was  Saturday,  a  bad 
theatre  night,  and  only  a  small  audience  was 
present  at  the  Portsmouth  concert.  After  it 
the  Warwick  club,  c(;mprising  all  the  leading 
men  of  the  city,  among  whom  may  be  men- 
tioned Suj)erintendent  of  Schools  Simpson, 
'87,  Kelley,  '88,  and  J.  \\.  Bartlett,  '94,  roy- 
ally welcomed  anrl  entertained  the  musicians 
in  their  club  rooms. 

The  fourth  concert  was  given  in  Haverhil), 
those  present  numbering  about  six  hundred, 
plainly  showing  the   hold  the  college   has  on 


this  Massachusetts  city.  At  Boston,  Horti- 
cultural hall  was  the  scene  of  a  concert  which 
about  two  hundred  of  the  friends  of  the  col- 
lege listened  to.  Of  the  two  hundred  and 
fourteen  alumni  in  and  about  Boston,  less 
than  a  score  of  men  who  graduated  since  '85 
were  present,  while  all  were  personally  noti- 
fied. No  reception  was  given  or  other  atten- 
tion was  shown  the  clubs  as  a  body,  although 
the  boys  gave  the  concert  at  the  request  of 
many  Boston  alumni  and  lost  money  in  so 
doing.  In  Nashua  Wednesday,  the  City 
Guards'  club  rooms  were  at  the  disposal  of  the 
boys  during  the  day,  and  after  the  evening's 
entertainment  in  the  City  Hall,  which  was 
slimly  attended,  doubtless  owing  to  the  visit 
the  night  before  of  the  Prince  Pro  Tem  Com- 
pany, the  Nashua  club  men,  including  many 
Dartmouth  graduates,  gave  the  twenty  Dart- 
mouth students  a  warm  reception.  AtMilford 
the  town  hall  was  filled ;  after  the  concert, 
under  the  management  of  Gunnison,  '95,  and 
Hadlock,  '96,  recognized  social  leaders  in  the 
town,  a  very  pleasant  reception  and  ball  was 
given  in  honor  of  the  clubs  by  the  friends  of 
the  college. 

In  Manchester  Friday  night  the  boys  sang 
and  played  to  one  of  their  largest  audiences, 
the  entertainment  being  under  the  manage- 
ment of  the  High  School  cadets.  The  local 
hits  in  Cox's  policeman's  song  took  every- 
where, but  in  no  place  better  than  here.  Con- 
cord music  lovers  and  admirers  of  Dartmouth 
turned  out  in  large  numbers  on  Saturday 
night,  in  honor  of  their  representatives  on 
the  clubs  as  well  as  to  hear  the  music  itself, 
as  Manchester  people  had  done  the  evening 
before.  This  was  followed  by  a  reception 
given  by  Trustee  Frank  Streeter,  Esq.,  and 
wife  at  their  residence,  which  left  in  the  minds 
of  the  boys  pleasanter  memories  than  almost 
any  other  one  of  the  many  that  have  recently 
been  given  the  clubs.  Mrs.  Wm.  M.  Chase 
assisted  Mrs,  Streeter  in  receiving.  Besides 
the  thirty  young  ladies  and  the  Concord  stu- 
dents not  on  the  club,  there  were  present  a 
number  of  the   older   people  especially  inter- 
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ested  in  the  collefi^e.  The  tasty  decorations 
were  all  green  and  white  even  to  the  salads, 
ices  and  cakes.  Blaisdell's  orchestra,  lead  by 
the  professor  himself,  gave  the  dancers 
the  best  of  music.  The  boys  greatly  appre- 
ciated the  successful  efforts  of  Mr.  Streeter, 
once  a  glee  club  man  himself,  and  of  Mrs. 
Streeter,  who  proved  a  charming  hostess,  to 
afford  them  so  much  pleasure,  and  they  thor- 
oughly appreciate  all  that  was  done  for  them. 
The  concerts  in  Pittsfield  and  Franklin  were 
the  last  on  the  trip  and  the  clubs  arrived  in 
Hanover  Wednesday,  the  9th,  in  time  for  the 
opening  of  college. 

Scholarsliips  and  Beneficiary  Aid. 

The  decision  by  the  faculty  that  all  scholar- 
ships and  beneficiary  aid  hereafter  given  by 
the  college  to  its  students  shall  be  distributed 
with  merit  in  scholarship  as  a  basis,  is  one  of 
the  best  of  the  many  recent  changes  in  the 
management  of  college  affairs. 

The  method  of  awarding  them  as  set  forth  in 
the  coming  catalogue  is  worthy  of  notice. 
Four  scholarships  based  on  entrance  exam- 
inations, printed  in  the  last  Dartmouth,  are 
given  to  the  new  men  obtaining  a  mark  of  85 
in  the  tests  and  requiring  pecuniary  aid.  Six 
scholarships  of  $100  each,  three  of  $125  and 
three  of  $150  will  be  awarded  to  twelve  men 
in  the  three  upper  classes,  four  in  each,  need- 
ing pecuniary  aid  and  who  have  in  their  pre- 
ceding year's  work  attained  a  mark  of  90, 
above  that  grade  the  sums  being  assigned 
according  to  rank. 

Beneficiary  aid  is  to  be  given  as  no^w  in  the 
form  of  scholarships,  two  hundred  in  number, 
each  yielding  an  annual  income  of  $50,  which 
amount  may  be  increased  through  faithfulness 
and  proficiency  in  study  to  sums  of  $75  or 
$85.     These  scholarships  are  of  three  grades: 

Grade  A.  Scholarships  of  $50  each,  corre- 
sponding to  the  present  $70  scholarships, 
given  as  beneficiary  aid,  but  requiring  full 
standing  in  class — with  rank  of  at  least  50 
on  a  scale  of  100. 

Grade  B.    Scholarships  of  $75,    including 


beneficiary  aid,  given  to  those  who  attain  a 
rank  of  75  (70  in  Freshman  year)  and  also  to 
those  who,  without  attaining  this  rank, 
show  marked  faithfulness  in  attendance  and 
study. 

Grade  C.  Scholarships  of  $85,  including 
beneficiary  aid,  given  to  those  who  attain  a 
rank  of  $85. 

The  amount  of  scholarships  in  grades  B  and 
C,  in  excess  of  the  $50  as  beneficiary  aid,  is 
determined  by  the  student's  attendance  and 
work  term  by  term. 

Full  standing  in  the  class  is  required  of 
recipients  as  well  as  careful  economy  in  per- 
sonal expenses,  abstinence  from  intoxicat- 
ing liquors  and  the  usual  yearly  income  and 
expenditure  statement. 

Bx- Senator  Dawes'  I/ecture.

The  Fayerweather  Will  Case. 

By  the  will  of  the  late  Daniel  B.  Fayer- 
weather of  New  York  city,  whose  death 
occurred  in  1890,  Dartmouth  and  nineteen 
other  institutions  of  similar  standing  received 
v$100,000  each.  Prevented  by  law  from  divid- 
ing more  than  one-half  of  his  estate  among 
the  score  of  colleges,  he  left  the  remainder  in 
the  hands  of  his  executors  with  the  under- 
standing, so  the  courts  have  decided,  that 
these  twenty  colleges  should  be  his  residuary 
legatees,  sharing  the  rest  of  the  estate  among 
themvSelves,  thus  creating  a  "trust"  among 
these  institutions.  Dartmouth  with  the  rest 
received  her  $100,000.  The  executors  then 
prepared  to  distribute  the  residue  among 
other  and  richer  institutions  than  Mr.  Fayer- 
weather had  intended  should  receive  the 
money  and  they  were   brought  to  a   stand  in 
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their  course  by  the  intervention  of  Dartmouth, 
WiUiams,  Amherst  and  others,  Judge  Horace 
Russell,  '65,  bein*^  the  counsel  for  this  college. 
The  decision  in  the  case  was  rendered  by 
Judge  Truax  in  December  last  in  favor  of  the 
twenty  colleges,  giving  Dartmouth  about 
$150,000  besides  the  original  $100,000.  The 
question  will  be  granted  another  trial  in  the 
Court  of  Appeals  of  New  York,  since  the  other 
side  has  appealed.  It  is  likely  that  the  decis- 
ion will  be  upheld  and  that  Dartmouth  will 
get  her  deserts.

Butterfield  Hall. 

As  nearly  all  those  interested  in  Dartmouth 
know,  the  Trustees  have  appropriated  $75,- 
000  for  the  erection  of  the  much  talked  of 
Butterfield  Hall,  the  plans  for  which  have  been 
made  by  Architect  Rich  of  New  York  city. 
The  ground  will  be  broken  in  the  Spring  for 
the  foundations  of  the  building,  which  will 
be  situated  about  in  the  centre  of  the  land 
bounded  by  Wentworth,  Main,  Elm  and  Col- 
lege streets.  Bids  for  the  work  are  how  be- 
ing received.  On  the  return  of  Pres.  Tucker 
from  the  West  we  hope  to  be  able  to  print 
the  plan  for  the  building  and  a  more  detailed 
statement  as  to  the  arrangement  of  the 
new  building  than  can  now  be  obtained. 

Mathematics  in  Dartmouth  College. 

The  terms  of  admission  in  mathematics  to 
all  the  courses  of  instruction  in  Dartmouth 
College  are  "Arithmetic,  including  the  metric 
system,  algebra  to   quadratic  equations,  in- 
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eluding  radicals  and  fractional  and  negative 
exponents,  plane  geometr3^"  Although  all 
are  required  to  have  the  same  preparation  for 
entrance,  the  ground  has  been  covered  in 
different  ways  and  at  different  times,  and  as 
the  work  done,  especially  in  algebra,  has 
often  been  extended  be\^ond  the  requirements 
for  admission,  the  mathematical  knowledge 
actually  possessed  by  the  candidates  for  col- 
lege membership  is  widely  different. 

On  account  of  this  diversity  of  attainment, 
it  has  been  found  expedient  to  divide  the 
Freshman  class  into  divisions  on  the  basis  of 
scholarship. 

Each  division  is  then  divided  alphabetically 
into  two  equal  sections ;  thus  making  four 
sections  of  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  men 
each  for  class  room  work.  This  number  is 
somewhat  larger  than  it  ought  to  be ;  from 
fifteen  to  twenty  would  be  better,  but  this 
desirable  condition  cannot  be  realized  until 
the  teaching  force  is  increased.  The  division 
is  made  to  depend  upon  the  results  of  an 
examination  of  the  class,  held  in  the  second 
week  of  the  first  term,  after  a  preliminary 
review  of  a  portion  of  the  algebra  required 
for  admission. 

The  divisions  thus  made  are  not  necessarily 
permanent.  Changes  are  made  from  one  to 
the  other  as  further  study  shows  strength  or 
weakness.  But,  as  a  rule,  very  few  changes 
are  made,  the  examination  having  determined 
very  nearly  to  which  division  the  student 
should  be  assigned.  Experience  has  justified 
the  wisdom  of  this  course.  The  average  of 
the  first  division  can  easily  do  all  of  the  work 
which  the  second  division  can  do  well  in  about 
three-fourths  of  the  time,  and  this  arrange- 
ment saves  loss  of  time  to  those  who  are  able 
to  advance  more  rapidly  and  discouragement 
to  those  who  must  move  more  slowly.  Tlie 
actual  difference  in  the  w(;rk  accomplished  by 
the  two  divisions  is  indicated  below  under 
each  subject.  The  division  does  not  necessar- 
ily imply  inferiority.  It  may  mean  only  less 
early  advantagesfi^r  j>ref)aration  or ,'i  grciter 
leaning  towards  Mome  other  subject  of  study. 


It  is  the  aim  of  the  instructors  to  make  every 
course  as  thorough  and  practical  as  possible. 

Not  all  the  topics  treated  in  the  text-books, 
how^ever,  can  be  studied  in  the  time  allotted 
to  mathematics.  A  selection  is  therefore 
necessarv.  This  is  made  with  due  reference 
to  the  continuity  and  completeness  of  all  the 
courses  in  pure  and  applied  mathematics,  so 
that  the  student  may  have  at  every  stage  of 
his  progress  the  mathematical  equipment 
demanded  by  the  study  in  hand.  In  general, 
every  course  is  followed  bj'  a  review  and  a 
written  examination.  The  course  in  algebra 
extends  through  the  first  term  of  Freshman 
year — fourteen  weeks,  six  hours  per  week. 
This  includes  a  brief  review  of  some  of  the 
more  important  principles  of  radicals,  the 
theory  of  exponents,  and  imaginaries  previous 
to  the  division  examination.  Both  divisions 
do  very  thorough  work  in  quadratics  and  a 
great  variety  of  equations  which  can  be 
treated  by  quadratic  methods,  in  proportion, 
the  progressions,  applications  of  the  binomial 
formula,  use  of  logarithms,  some  of  the 
simpler  applications  of  indeterminate  equa- 
tions, variations,  permutations  and  combina- 
tions, undetermined  coefficients,  series,  the 
theorems  leading  to  the  formation  of  equa- 
tions in  general,  the  solution  of  the  simpler 
forms  and  their  graphical  representation. 
The  first  division,  in  addition  to  the  above, 
takes  more  difficult  problems  under  many  of 
these  topics,  the  general  proof  of  the  binomial 
formula,  the  theory  and  computation  of 
logarithms  and  the  theory  of  equations.  The 
course  in  geometry  and  conic  sections  begins 
with  the  second  term  and  continues  fifty-two 
hours — six  hours  per  week. 

Both  divisions  take  a  thorough  course  in 
solid  geometry  with  applications  to  problems 
in  mensuration,  involving  combinations  of 
the  most  important  propositions  in  plane  and 
solid  geometry,  including  cones,  frustums 
and  spheres.  Both,  also,  take  a  brief  course 
in  geometric  conic  .sections.  The  first  division 
also  takes  an  additional  course  in  introduc- 
tion   to   modern   geometry,   including   trans- 
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versals,  harmonic  proportion  and  anharmonic 
ratio. 

The  course  in  trigonometry  extends  through 
the  third  term  four  hours  per  week — forty 
hours.  Both  divisions  take  a  thorough  course 
in  phine  trigonometry,  with  applications  to 
problems  in  surveying,  and  a  brief  course  in 
spherical  trigonometry  including  the  solution 
of  the  right  spherical  triangle.  The  first 
division,  in  addition,  takes  an  extended  course 
in  spherical  trigonometry  with  such  applica- 
tions to  geodesy  and  astronomy  as  the  time 
will  permit. 

The  required  mathematics  ends  with  this 
course;  the  whole  time  being  one  hundred  and 
seventy-six  hours.  Of  course  this  means  the 
time  in  the  class-room  only.  The  time 
required  for  studv  outside  the  class-room  is 
nearly  twice  as  much  for  the  average  student. 

Since  the  union  of  the  classic  and  scientific 
courses  and  the  consequent  extension  of  the 
elective  system  the  amount  of  required  mathe- 
matics has  been  somewhat  reduced.  It  has 
probably  reached  its  minimum.  It  is  certain 
that  no  further  reduction  should  be  made  so 
long  as  courses  in  physics  and  astronomy  are 
required.  It  is  proposed  to  give  more  atten- 
tion to  graphic  methods  of  record  and  com- 
putation, and  to  give  the  course  in  algebra 
on  alternate  days  with  geometry  and  trig- 
onometry. 

The  elective  courses  begin  with  Sophomore 
vear  and  continue  throughout  the  entire  col- 
lege course ;  so  that  the  student  who  is  so 
inclined  may  have,  very  nearly,  one  recitation 
a  day  in  mathematics  for  four  years.  These 
courses  are  designed  to  meet  the  v^ants  of  three 
classes  of  students,  namel}^  those  fitting  for 
the  Thayer  School  of  Civil  Engineering,  those 
intending  to  enter  the  higher  courses  of  phys- 
ics and  astronomy,  and  those  studying  for 
mathematical  honors.  For  all  of  these  the 
Sophomore  electives,  analytic  geometry,  differ- 
ential and  integral  calculus  are  essential. 
These  occupy  the  students'  time  in  the  after- 
noon during  the  entire  year.  The  time  is  dis- 
tributed as  follows  :  analytic  geometry,  fifty- 


six  hours;   differential    calculus,    forty-eight 
hours  ;  integral  calculus  forty  hours. 

The  election  is  absolutely  free.  No  advice 
even  is  given  unless  requested.  The  student 
is  governed  solely  by  his  inclination  and  what 
disposition  he  proposes  to  make  of  his 
remaining  time.  About  one-third  of  the  whole 
number  in  each  Sophomore  class  elect  ana- 
lytic geometry. 

The  principle  of  division  according  to 
scholarship  is  used  in  this  subject,  the  basis 
of  division  being  the  mathematical  record  of 
the  student  in  the  studies  of  Freshman  year. 
Generally,  only  those  who  have  been  first 
division  men  during  their  first  year  elect 
mathematics  in  their  second,  but  there  are 
frequent  exceptions.  All  are  presumed  to  be 
qualified.  Two  divisions  are  made,  each  con- 
taining about  fifteen  men.  With  these  small 
sections  very  thorough  work  is  done.  At 
every  recitation  each  man  is  given  some 
portion  of  the  advance,  or  review  lessons,  for 
demonstration  upon  the  blackboard,  or  is 
questioned  upon  the  text.  The  student  has 
entered  the  course  from  choice,  and  with  an 
end  in  view,  which  adds  greatly  to  his  inter- 
est and  enthusiasm. 

The  number  electing  the  differential  cal- 
culus in  the  second  term  is  but  few 
more  than  half  the  number  who  elect 
analytic  geometry  in  the  first,  and  is,  of 
course,  restricted  to  those  who  have  taken 
the  latter  study.  A  still  less  number  choose 
the  integral  calculus  in  the  third  term.  Up 
to  the  present  time,  only  one  section  has  been 
made  in  either  of  the  branches  of  the  calculus, 
but  the  department  is  prepared  to  make  two 
whenever  the  numbers  are  large  enough  to 
make  it  necessary  or  desirable.  The  Thayer 
prizes  of  forty  and  twenty  dollars,  respect- 
ively, are  offered  for  excellence  in  the  mathe- 
matical work  of  Sophomore  year.  The 
award  is  based  on  a  thorough  oral  examina- 
tion in  the  whole  theory  of  analytic  geometry 
and  calculus,  and  a  written  test  in  grasp  of 
the  subjects,  as  indicated  by  the  solving  of 
original  problems  involving  applications  of  a 
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large  number  of  the  most  important  princi- 
ples. This  examination  is  additional  to  the 
regular  class  examination  held  at  the  close  of 
each  term. 

In  Junior  year  the  elective  for  the  first  term 
is  analytic  mechanics,  necessarily  restricted 
to  those  who  have  taken  all  previous  mathe- 
matical courses.  Fiftv-six  hours  are  allotted 
to  this  course,  at  the  conclusion  of  w^hich 
those  who  have  been  together  for  more  than 
two  years  in  mathematical  study  separate 
into  two  groups.  At  present,  by  far  the 
largest  of  these  elect  descriptive  geometry  in 
the  second  term,  and  surveying  in  the  third, 
in  the  departments  of  graphics  and  civil  engi- 
neering, as  a  necessary  part  of  their  prepara- 
tion for  the  Thayer  school,  which  they  may 
enter  at  the  end  of  Junior  year.  The  second 
group  can  elect  a  course  of  thirty-six  hours  in 
differential  equations  in  the  second  term,  after 
which  a  division  of  this  group  into  two  others 
may  take  place.  One  to  enter  the  higher 
courses  in  electricity  and  magnetism  in  the 
department  of  physics,  and  the  other  to  con- 
tinue in  the  department  of  mathematics 
which  offers  a  thirty  hour  course  in  the  ele- 
ments of  determinants  in  the  third  term.  In 
Senior  year  a  forty-two  hour  course  in 
quarternions  is  opened  in  the  first  term,  and 
in  the  second  and  third  terms  the  student  has 
an  opportunity  to  take  the  applications  of 
quarternions  and  prepare  a  mathematical 
thesis  for  final  honors.  The  final  honor  course 
is  intended  to  meet  the  wants  of  those  who 
propose  to  pass  at  once  to  the  teaching  of 
mathematics,  as  well  as  of  those  who  are  to 
continue  the  study  in  post-graduate  courses. 
The  course  will  therefore  be  varied  from  year 
to  year,  so  as  best  to  accomplish  the  end 
desired.  In  the  study  of  pure  mathematics, 
although  the  way  may  seem  long  and  weary, 
it  should  always  be  borne  in  mind  that  math- 
ematics is  not  alone  the  science  of  necessary 
conclusions,  and  therefore  only  valuable  as  a 
disciplinary  study,  but  that  it  furnishes, 
also,  the  indispensable  ground  work  for  the 
stufly   of  all    the   physical   sciences,  and   has 


countless  applications,  and   is  most  helpful  in 
the  common  experiences  of  every-day  life.

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'40^osiah  Webster  Pillsbury  died  recently 
in  Amherst,  N.  H.,  aged  83  years.  Mr.  Pills- 
bury  was  the  most  prominent  business  man 
of  the  town,  and  had  held  ever}/  honor  within 
the  gift  of  his  fellow  citizens.

He  will  be  missed  in  town  and 
neighborhood  circles,  and  his  departure  w^ill 
rest  as  a  great  sorrow  upon  the  people  of  his 
native  town.
